The thought that the master of revolution and construction is the masses 
of people and that the strength of propelling revolution and construction 
also resides in the masses of people is the principle of revolution 

that scientifically enunciates the position and role of the masses of 
people in revolution and construction. In this principle is given the 
most correct answer to the subject and motive power of revolution and 

is intensively reflected the basic reason for the birth and development 
of revolution. 


To say the master of revolution and construction is the masses of working 
people means that it is the masses of working people who both take 

direct charge of carrying out revolution and construction and determine 
the direction and task of social change and its destiny. 


To say the strength of propelling revolution and construction resides 

in the masses of working people means that the masses of working people 
are the decisive force, the basic factor in solving all questions arising 
in the revolutionary struggle and construction tasks. 


The thought that the masses of working people are the master and 
propelling force for revolution and construction is a scientific 
revolutionary principle stemming from the most correct analysis of 

the basic objective of the revolutionary struggle and construction tasks 
and of the creative strength of the masses of working people. 
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The revolutionary struggle and construction tasks are a task for the 
sake of the masses of people, a task which the masses of people 
themselves must carry out as the master. 


The revolutionary struggle and construction tasks are a struggle of 

the masses of working people to enjoy an independent and creative life 
as the genuine master of nature and society, casting off all manner of 
enslavement, and are a task of the masses of working people to work out 
their destiny. It is the masses of working people who more than anyone 
else have a real and immediate interest in the revolutionary struggle 
and construction tasks. Only by their own struggle can the masses of 
working people crush the aggressors and oppressors and win freedom and 
liberation, and enjoy an independent and creative life, conquering 
nature and building an affluent, civilized new life. 


The masses of working people have inexhaustible strength and wisdom to 
make history, remaking nature and society. 


Essentially, the masses of working people are the unitary social force 
which works out its destiny with its own strength and action. The masses 
of working people personify an independent ideological consciousness 

and creative ability on the highest level. Thus the masses of working 
people come to have an ideomental strength, an organized strength of 
unity, and broad purposeful practical abilities on a level higher than 
any other force of society can attain. The creative wisdom and strength 
of the masses of working people is inexhaustible and there are no 

beings in the world who are more energetic and resourceful than the 
masses Of working people. 


In the thought regarding the position and role of the masses of working 
people in revolution and construction that has been illuminated by the 
chuche ideology is not only intensively elucidated a scientific 
understanding as to who is the master of the revolution and by what 
strength the revolution is brought into being and developed but is 
graphically enunciated the ideological viewpoint and attitude as to 
how the masses of working people should view the revolution and what 
attitude they should hold toward the revolution. Therefore, the 
thought that the master of revolution and construction is the masses 

of people and that the strength of propelling revolution and construction 
also resides in the masses of people constitutes the most correct 
theoretical starting point in establishing a scientific viewpoint and 
stand toward the revolution.

For genuine social beings, the masses of working people, life is 
essentially a creative activity, a struggle to conquer nature and 
remake society. To put it another way, the revolutionary struggle 

and construction tasks to remake nature and society are none other than 
the life of the masses of working people. For the masses of working 
people, life is in struggle, struggle in life. For the masses of 
working people, there is no life away from the struggle to remake 
nature and. society nor can there be any task more sacred and valuable 
and rewarding than the revolutionary struggle and construction tasks. 


What makes the revolutionary struggle and construction tasks the 
undetachable life demand, the most sacred and valuable and rewarding 
task of the masses of working people is tne fact that they are the 
unitary way enabling the masses of working people to protect and 
realize their independent stand and attitude, sustain and glorify 
their political life. 


Independent stand and attitude is essentially the inherent characteristic 
of man, social being.

man is distinguished from animals and becomes the master ruling the 
world, a being resolving everything. Accordingly, independent stand and 
attitude if life for man.

In the 
course of man's social life there come to be the blind fores of nature 
and various fetters such as outdated, reactionary social systems, and 
such fetters constitute factors trampling and constraining the 
independent stand and attitude of the masses of working people.

The acts of nature and socia! fetters which trample and constrain the 
independent stand and attitude of the masses of working people can be 
eliminated only through the revolutionary struggle and construction 
tasks to conquer nature and overturn outdated social systems. 





Revolution is struggle for independent stand and attitude; independent 
stand and attitude can be guarded and realized only by revolution. 

Without fighting revolution the masses of working people cannot become 

the genuine master of society, casting off all manner of social enslavement 
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nor can they enjoy an independent and creative life, doing away with the 
constraints of nature. 


Revolution is not only a struggle to protect and realize the independent 
stand and attitude of the masses of working people but is the unitary 
way enabling them to sustain and glorify their political life. 


For a genuine social being, his first life is political life. Even though 
physically alive, if forsaken socially and deprived of political life, 

he is no better than dead as a social being. Holding his political life 
as his first life and engraving in his heart his political life as more 
precious than his physical life is where his value, glory, and dignity 

as a social being are. 


Man does not spontaneously come to have and sustain his political life 
nor does his political life spontaneously come to glorify itself. If 
man's physical life sustains itself and grows through the ceaseless 
process of metabolism of his organic body, man's political life is 
guarded, sustained, and developed as a member of organization and 
collective only on the road of revolution to realizing the independent 
stand and attitude of the masses of working people by remaking nature 
and society.

to remake nature and society. 


The attitude befitting the master toward revolution must be manifested 
in solving all questions arising in revolution and construction, 
subordinating them from start to finish tc realizing the independent 
demands and interests of the masses of working people. 


The basic objectives of the revolutionary struggle and construction 
tasks are not in themselves but in achieving the freedom and liberation 
of the people and providing them with an independent and creative life.

Today in our country, by the tested leadership of our party and the 
devoted struggle of our people the historic cause for converting the 
whole society to the chuche ideology is being even more energetically 
pushed. 
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Today in the great heyday of our revolution all functionaries, with 
burning loyalty to the great leader, must even more highly display the 
spirit of absolutism and unconditionality toward the policies of the 
party for the ultimate victory of the chuche cause. 


The most important demand to all of our functionaries in thoroughly 
protecting and carrying through the policies of the party in the spirit 
of absolutism and unconditionality is turning the teachings of the great 
leader and the policies of the party into their credo.

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TO GO IN DEEP AMOIIG THE MASSES IS AN IMPORTANT WAY TO OVERCOME BUREAUCRATISM

{Text] It is the second anniversary of the publciation of 

“Let Us Further Strengthen the People's Administration,” a historic 
speech of the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song at the first meeting 
of the Sixth Supreme People's Assembly. 


The great leader, comprehensively elucidating in this historic work based 
on the immortal chuche ideology all questions arising in the revolutionary 
administration construction of the working class, taught that in order to 
further strengthen the People's Administration and to enable the 

People's Administration to acquit itself fully of its mission, it is 
imperative to thoroughly oppose bureaucratism. 


The teachings of the great leader for opposing bureaucratism are a 
guiding compass which the tunctionaries must always tightly grasp 
in order to acquit themselves fully of their attribute as genuine 
people's servants possessed of the revolutionary work method and 
people-minded work attitude. 


Bureaucratism is one of the outdated work methods which must be 
thoroughly opposed with constant vigilance by the party and state of 
the working class struggling to completely realize the independent 
stand and attitude of the masses of working people. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Tl-song taught as follows: 
"Revolutionary work is for the people and bureaucratism is against 
the people. This being so, bureaucratism absolutely cannot be tolerated 


in revolutionary work." ("Kim Il-song Selected Works,” Vol 1, 2d 
impression, p 520) 
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Bureaucratism is a relic of the old exploiting society. 


In the exploiting society where a minority of the privileged class is 
monopolizing state powers and means of production, people's social 
positions are different from one another and they are entwined in 
relations of domination and subordination. The exploiting class with 
a grip on state powers and means of production becomes a ruling class 
while the masses of working people, because they do not have state 
powers and means of production, become the target of exploitation 

and oppression without any political right or freedom. 


Such social class relations of the exploiting system spawn hostile 
relations between the ruling class and the ruled class. Because the 
objectives and interests pursued by the extreme minority of the 
exploiting class and the absolute majority of the masses of working 
people are different, their relations always remain hostile. 


From this, the ruling class with a grip on state powers, always clinging 
to state powers in politics, rules the masses of people by methods of 
cooercion, by rules of a stick. The anti-people ruling method of the 
ruling class who rules the people by means of coercion in order to 
oppress and exploit the masses of working people in the exploiting 
society is precisely bureaucratism. 


The ruling class, unless it resorts to coercive methods, cannot 
maintain the exploiting society nor can it satisfy its greedy 
interests which are incompatible with the interests of the masses 
of working people. The bureaucratic method of oppressing and 
exploiting the masses of people is the means of survival for the 
ruling class. 


Why opposition to bureaucratism arises as an important question in the 
party work method and attitude of the working class is, in the case of 
a ruling party, related to the possibility of a growing danger that 
among certain functionaries a bureaucratic work attitude may surface 
in violation of the mass mass line. 


When the party comes to power, the phenomenon of playing at bureaucratism 
ignoring the interests of the people can happen among certain 
functionaries who have been unable to firmly establish a revolutionary 
world outlook and are deficient in revolutionary test. Why bureaucratism 
happens within the ruling party in violation of the mass line is 

entirely on account of the fact that certain people who still have 

old ideological dregs abuse the authority of the party and the state. 


In the case of a ruling party, bureaucratism is mainly expressed in 
subjectivism and arbitrariness. 


Subjectivism is an erroneous work method and work attitude that wants 
to deal with questions in a one-sided manner, giving priority to 
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indivisual desires and disregarding the strength of the masses and 
realistic conditions. He who, unwilling to listen to the creative 
Opinions of the masses, subjectively deals with work divorced from 

the masses, will not come to understand the opinions of the masses 

and realities and inevitably comes to commit bureaucratism. Subjectivism 
is the precursor of bureaucratism. 


Bureaucratism is by no means limited to big talk or dictation. 
Subjectivism and arbitrariness surfacing from among functionaries 
are all an expression of bureaucratism. To ram through based on 

a subjective judgment without knowing the state of affairs deskbound 
in the office instead of going in among the masses, to deal with 
questions arbitrarily without discussing them with the masses is an 
expression oi bureaucratism. 


Therefore, the party of the working class, thoroughly opposing 
subjectivism and arbitrariness among guidance functionaries, must 
see to it that they carry out the revolutionary tasks at hand, 
respecting the opinions anu demands of the masses of people and 
relying on the masses. 


What makes opposition to bureaucratism, subjectivism, arise as an 
important question is especially related to the fact that bureaucratism, 
subjectivism, inflicts enormous harm on the party and the revolution. 


Bureaucratism, subjectivism, above all brings the grave consequence 
of divorcing the party from the masses. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"Bureaucratism, because it damages the prestige of the party and 
administration organs and divorces our party from the masses of 
people, comes to bring the consequence of making it impossible 
for the party to carry out the glorious revolutionary tasks." 
(Ibid., p 524) 





Because bureaucratism divorces the party from the masses, it damages 
the authority of the party and makes it impossible to thoroughly 
realize partywide leadership for revolution and construction. 


The invincible might of the party precisely lies in the kindred ties 
of the party and the masses, in their airtight politicoideological 
unity and solidarity. The party of the working class, only when on a 
firm mass base it has achieved politicoideological unity between the 
party and the masses, can become a revolutionary party possessed of 
invincible might for leading revolution and construction to victory. 


If the functionaries have not overcome the old work method of 
bureaucratism, they will come to indistriminately dictate and command 
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the masses and even unhesitatingly violate the interests of the people. 
Should this come to pass, it will weaken the trust of the masses in the 
party and administration organs and place great obstacles in the way 

of uniting the broad masses of people around the party and the leader. 
Thus it will make it impossible for the party of the working class to 
successfully attain its glorious cause. 


Because bureaucratism, subjectivism, also paralyzes the independent 

stand and attitude and initiative of the masses of people, it places 
great obstacles in the way »%f the victorious advance of the revolutionary 
struggle and construction tasks. 





All revolutions are for the sake of the indepndent stand and attitude 

of the masses of people, and the revolutionary struggle and construction 
tasks move forward by the creative struggle of the masses of people. 

If the party and state are to victoriously move the revolutionary 
struggle and construction tasks forward, it is imperative to ceaselessly 
and highly promote the independent stand and attitude and initiative 

of the masses of working people who are the subject of history and the 
driving force for social development. 


Bureaucratism, subjectivism, by disregarding the demands of the masses 
of people and by ramming through everything that is incompatible with 
their ideas, violates the independent rights of the people, dampens their 
revolutionary fervor, and paralyzes their initiative. 





In the socialist society, all tasks are conducted in an organized manner 
and all parts are organically connected. In the socialist society, 
which is organized as one organic body, even if any one inidividual 
functionary conducts work in a bureaucratic, subjective manner, it 

will come to cause chaos in the tasks of many branches and inflict 

grave aftereffects on the developing socialist economy. 


Thus bureaucratism, subjectivism, inflicts enormous aftereffects on 
revolution and construction and is an outdated work method which the 
party and state of the working class must thoroughly oppose throughout 
the course of attaining their lofty cause. 


Under the sagacious leadership of the great leader our party, from the 
first day of its founding putting it out front as an important struggle 
target to combat the bureaucratic work attitude surfacing from among 
the functionaries, has been steadfastly struggling against it. 


With the great leader sagaciously organizing and leading the task to 
thoroughly arm our functionaries with the immortal chuche ideology and 
the revolutionary mass line and thoroughly establish the revolutionary 
work method and people-minded work attitude among them, bureaucratism 
has been basically eliminated among the functionaries of the party, the 
state and economic organs, and a great change has come to take place in 
their work method and work attitude.

"The functionaries of People's Administration organs, with a correct 
point of view toward the masses of people, must go in among the masses,

The correct viewpoint and stand toward the masses of people is a 
revolutionary viewpoint and stand based on the philosophical doctrine 
of the chuche ideology that man is the master of everything and 
resolves everything.

The functionaries must go into the realities where the masses live 
and work. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 
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“If the party were to commendably exercise guidance, going in among the 
masses to understand the realities and comprehensively grasp objective 

and abstract matters, then it would not commit either subjoctiviam or 
tilting, and the phenomena of compromising with incorrect tendencics 

would disappear and al] tasks would properly proceed in accordance with 

the Line of the party.” ("Kim Il-song Selected Works," Vol 3, 2d impression, 
p 310) 


For the functionaries to go deep into the realities is an important 
demand for eliminating bureaucratism, subjectivism, and revolutionarily 
launching all tasks to suit the ideas and demands of the masses of 
people. 


Bureaucratism, subjectivism surfacing from among the functionaries 
Significantly stems from their attitude of working deskbound in the 
office instead of going into the realities. If they become divorced 
from the masses, unable to understand the realities, then they will 
naturally show subjectivism and ram through what is incompatible 
with the ideas and demands of the masses of people. 


In order not to commit subjective, bureaucratic tilting, the functionaries 
must go in among the masses, the producer masses. The target of work 

of the functionaries is the producer masses working at factories and 
enterprises bubbling with production and construction. If the guidance 
functionaries were to merely meet with the functionaries of a few 
factories and enterprises instead of personally going in among the 
producer masses, then *hey could not score any great success. 


Only if they go into the realities, can they deeply understand the 
validity of the policies of the party and see people devotedly struggling, 
loyally upholding the policies of the party. Again, only if the 
functionaries go into the realities, can they clearly understand what 

is deficient in work, learn from the masses, and revolutionize 

themselves. 


Teacher is the masses of people. To put it another way, people who 

know about production and construction better than anyone else are 
precisely the party members and working people working at the production 
sites, the masses who live and work in the realities. 


The functionaries must work by the method of going deep into the 
realities, personally sowing seeds and harvesting with their own hands. 
Just as did commanding personnel of the Anti-Japanese Guerrillas, our 
functionaries must strap on knapsacks, go down to the bubbling 
production sites, break bread with them, dress the same as them, live 
with them, sharing with them life and death, joys and sorrows alike. 

Our functionaries must go deep into the bubbling realities in accordance 
with the demands of the Ch'ongsan-ri spirit, the Ch'ongsan-ri method, 
precisely observe and understand the state of affairs at the base level, 
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conduct work to suit them, and must teach the masses, learn from the 
masses, and energetically organize and mobilize the inexhaustible 
strength of the masses in carrying out the revolutionary tasks. 


The functionaries must become a standard bearer of struggle in work 
and a mother in their relations with people. 


If they are to acquit themselves fully of their attribute as the 
standard bearer of struggle, as people's faithful servants, the 
functionaries must walk the rugged road more than anyone else, must 
Sleep less than anyone else, and must spiritedly push ahead with the 
revolutionary tasks at hand with the revolutionary attitude of setting 
standards by their own actions. 





To strive to approach party members and working people always with 
warmth, respect their ideas, and resolve their demands with a motherly 
feeling is one of the important traits the functionaries must possess. 


Our functionaries must lend their ears to the voice of the masses and, 
instead of listening merely as a matter of routine to the slightest 
question they raise, must carefuly and attentively listen to it. 
Again, feeling the painful question of the masses as their own 
painful question, they must take timely action to solve it and 
carefully look after their life not only for today but for its future 
development as well. 


In order to eliminate bureaucratism, subjectivism, and arbitrariness 
among the functionaries, it is imperative to strengthen the collective 
guidance of party committees. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


“If we were to lend our ears at all times to the opinions of the masses 
and the majority both in daily routine job performance and mass 
political work, we would not come to commit errors of bureaucratism. 
This being so, strengthening collective guidance makes it possible to 
stamp out bureaucratism, a harmful attitude still remaining among some 
of our functionaries." ("Kim Il-song Selected Works,” Vol 1, 2d 
impression, p 530) 





The collective guidance of party committees is an important guarantee 
for establishing correct measures for the solution of questions in all 
taks through broad discussions, eliminating individual subjectivism 
and arbitrariness. 


Essentially, party committees are organs of collective guidance, and the 
basics of party committee activity are collective guidance. 


Party committees are not only loyal to the great leader and the party 
and well aware of the concrete state of affairs of relevant organs and 
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organizations but are composed of core party members capable of amply 
reflecting the opinions of broad party members and working masses. 


Only by strengthening the collective guidance of party committees is it 
possible to prevent the phenomenon of work being organized and dealt 
with by the subjectivism and arbitrariness of individual functionarics. 
To put it another way, only if party committees at all levels which are 
the supreme guidance organs at the relevant levels, centering their 
activity in collective guidance, solve all questions arising in carrying 
through the policies of the party through broad ciscussions with party 
committee members, can they insure the scientific and realistic nature 
of guidance, eliminating individual subjectivism and arbitrariness. Only 
by eliminating subjectivism and arbitrariness and strengthening the 
collective discussion system is it possible to amply promote democracy 
among the masses and organize and mobilize to the hilt the inexhaustible 
strength and initiative of the masses of people in carrying out the 
revolutionary tasks. 


Therefore, the guidance functionaries, seeing to it that no work is 
arbitarily dealt with by the opinion or contention of any one 
individual, must pay keen attention to solving all questions, doing 
away with bureaucratism and subjectivism and relying on the strength 
and wisdom of the masses. 


An important demand facing the functionaries in order to overcome 
bureaucratism and thoroughly embody the revolutionary work method and 
people-minded work attitude is decisively improving their standards. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"Without improving their technical job performance standards the 
functionaries cannot eliminate the bureaucratic work attitude nor 
can they fully discharge tiueir heavy responsibility before the party, 
the state, and the people." ("Kim Il-song Selected Works," Vol 4, 
2d impression, p 554) 





Improving the standards of the functionaries constitutes an important 
guarantee for keeping guidance abreast of the demands of the developing 
realities and for ceaselessly improving their work method and attitude. 


Essentially, mass guidance demands a tested leadership art and this 
calls upon the functionaries to ceaselessly improve their political 
job performance qualifications. 


If their standards are low, the functionaries cannot ably conduct work 
with people and naturally come to be coarse in their behavior. 


If the functionaries are low in standard and deficient in ability, 
they tend to establish their authority by their "qualification," 
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to ram through on the strength of their position. The question of 
eliminating the administrative method, the bureaucratic work method and 
straightening out the work attitude among the functionaries is related 
in large measure to their standards. 


Only if our functionaries who are commanding personnel of the revolution 
have high politicotheoretical standards and technical job performance 
standards, can they go on to work by the political method and correctly 
organize and mobilize the masses with able organizational skills. 


The realities wherein the task to dye the whole society one color with 
the great leader's revolutionary thought is being deepened and the 
struggle to realize the chuche-ization, modernization, and scientization 
of the people's economy is energetically under way, call for further 
improving the political job performance standards of the functionaries. 


All guidance functionaries, deeply aware that their commanding abilities 
are still lagging behind the high demands of the party and the fast 
developing realities, must exert strenuous efforts to ceaselessly 
improve their political job performance standards. 


The present time is such that unless they have the knowledge of science 
and technology, the functionaries cannot guide the economy nor can 
they do justice to their glorious duty as commanding personnel of 

Une revolution. Our functionaries must know about industry, must know 
about agriculture, must be versed in economic management. Only if 
the functionaries are versed in their branches, can they seek out a 
definite way of resolving any task presented, however difficult and 
enormous, and push ahead with the task with perseverance. To look 
over the shoulders without faith in work, to become timid, to dictate 
or pressure people at the base level when work is not going well, 

is also related in large measure to one's low standards. 


Our functionaries must one and all establish the revolutionary study 
attitude, familiarize themselves with the knowledge needed for their 
branches, and steadfastly strive to get abundant cultural training; 
in this way they must more thoroughly prepare themselves as able 
functionaries with practical abilities. 


Thus all of our functionaries must become functionaries capable in work 
and simple and humble in life, genuine servants of the people leading 
the masses always brimming with vigor and enthusiasm. 


Growing up as commanding personnel of the revolution by the implicit 
political trust and magnanimous concern of the great leader and the 
party, and living and working as people's faithful servants is an 
unsurpassed glory and pride for our functionaries. 


All functionaries, by loyally upholding and thoroughly embodying the 
intent of the great leader and the party for thoroughly eliminating 
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bureaucratism and establishing the revolutionary work method and 
people-minded work attitude, shall more thoroughly prepare themselves 
as chuche-oriented communist revolutionaries, as able commanding 
personnel of the revolution and brilliantly attain the historic cause 
for converting the whole society to the chuche ideology. 
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TO BRING CREATIVE CHARACTERS TO LIFE IS THE INTRINSIC DEMAND OF 
SOCIALIST LITERATURE AND ARTS

[Text] Under the radiant ray of the great chuche ideology today our 
socialist literature and arts are more brilliantly blossoming and 
developing with each passing day. Our chuche arts, even as they 
have in common the people-minded and revolutionary character with 
the socialist content added to our national form, each have a unique 
chuche ideology content and an uncommon depictive form, and because 
of this, are infinitely rich and diverse. 


That our chuche arts have thus brilliantly and colorfully blossomed 
and developed is the result of having brilliantly embodied the literary 
art guidelines of our party for displaying uniqueness in creative works 
and bringing individual characteristics to life.

The guideline of our party for displaying uniqueness in creative works 
and bringing individual characteristics to life is a most valid 
guideline based on a profound scientific elucidation of the intrinsic 
anthropological nature of literature and arts serving in the 
indoctrination of people in ideoaesthetics and is a guiding compass 
for socialist literature and arts construction. 


The very nature of literature and arts calls for creating works 
always in a unique and diverse manner. 


Uniqueness in creative works is a demand which stems above all from 


the infinite diverseness of social beings, the object of portrayal, 
and of their life. 
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The respected and beloved leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"Today our life is bubbling with the indomitable will and optimistic 
enthusiasm of working people desirous of building a new society even 
faster and is brimming with many beautiful anecdotes where utmost 
love for social beings and collectivist moralities are embodied." 
("On Socialist Literature and Arts," p 224) 


Literature and arts are a peculiar form of social consciousness which 
reflects social beings and their life and, with social beings at the 
center and in terms of relations with them, faithfully and vividly 
shows all the phenomena of nature and society as concrete objects of 
portrayal as thcy exist in the realities. 


Because social beings and their life are diverse, literature and arts 
which reflect them with faithful concreteness as they exist in the 
realities, too, must be diverse in portrayal. 


Inasmuch as all concrete and abstract objects and phenomena that exist 
in the realities are concrete beings which each have their own innate 
characteristics, arts which reflect them in an integrated manner 

with life itself as an object for portrayal, too, must have a 
distinctive color in each work as a matter of course. 


Uniqueness in creative works also is a demand that arises from the 
fact that objects for artistic portrayal, even as they reflect the 
realities, are interpreted, assessed, and re-created in the light of 
the creator's socioaesthetic ideal. 


All works of literature and arts are an artistic re-creation of the 
realities by observation, discernment, interpretation, and assessment 
of the creators according to their world outlook and socioaesthetic 
concept. This being so, ali works of literature and arts necessarily 
mirror the socioaesthetic ideal and ideological aim of their creators. 


Now, the writers and artists who grasp life and artistically re-create 
it, are all social beings who have their individualities. The creators, 
even when they espouse the same thought, have different levels in 

their ideological consciousness or in life experiences and artistic 
likings. Accordingly, in observing, analyzing, and assessing life and 
portraying it, they unavoidly come to show their innate ideosyncracies. 


The creative work method of socialist realism which is the unitary 
creative work method of our literature and arts, calls for more vividly 
portraying diverse and rich life in the realities as an individualized 
expression, and reliably guarantees the realization. 


This is related above all to the fact that the masters of revolution 
and construction who are the basic objects for portrayal of our 
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literature and arts of socialist realism, the masses of working people 
in the socialist society, unlike the masses of working people in the 
exploiting society where the human rights are ruthlessly violated 

and individualities oppressed by violence and mammon, enjoy an 
independent and creative life to their hearts' content and make their 
individualities blossom in full bloom. This is so because under the 
sagacious leadership of the great leader and the glorious party our 
writers and artistis in charge of literature and arts are also able to 
fully display their creative talents and resourcefulness under the 

best possible conditions along the road illuminated by the immortal 
chuche ideology and the embodiment, the literary art policy of the 
party. 


As the chuche literary art theory elucidates, the more creative works 
are undertaken in a unique manner and the objects of portrayal become 
individualized, the higher the functions of literature and arts in 
ideoartistic indoctrination come to be. 


Only if creative works display uniqueness and vividly show the 
inifinitely diverse and complex real life as a concrete object of 
portrayal with a distinctive color, can they make people correctly see 
the realities exactly as they exist, foster their independent thinking 
faculty so as to be able to remake society in accordance with the demands 
of chuche, and provide them with creative enthusiasm. Only if arts are 
unique and distinctive in individuality, can they enable people to 

foster their independent ideological consciousness and creative action 
abilities, and lead them to acquit themselves fully of their role as 

the master of revolution. 


If artistic works lacked any fresh content or any distinctive color, 
they would not be able to interest people, and such works would 
ultimately be unable to properly perform their indoctrinating functions. 


To uniquely undertake creative works is thus an indispensable 
requirement in making works of literature and arts raise their 
faithfulness in reflecting life and strengthening their functions 
in consciousness indoctrination.

As the chuche literary art theory elucidates, when we say the artistic 
portrayal is unique, it means sharply capturing new, real and immediate 
questions arising in people's life and struggle and solving them with 

a distinctive color. Therefore, to insure uniqueness in creating 
objects for portrayal is a question which entirely depends on the 
creator. 


No matter how much the realities teem with diverse and rich life, if 
the writer fails to see life with a fresh eye, to seek out what is 
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new and significant, he cannot create unique objects for atristic 
portrayal. 


Precisely only if the writer is distinctive in his creative individuality, 
can he satisfactorily insure uniqueness in his creative work. None but 

a writer who, observing life from his independent stand, knows how to 
grasp what is new in it, how to admirably portray it as a vivid object 
with his unique artistic talents and skills, can insure uniquness in 
portrayal. 


People who are social beings holding their independent stand and attitude 
as life, are individualistic in nature. Just as each person has a 
different face with a distinctive color, each person has an innate 
peculiarity in character too. 


But the creative individuality of an artist is not such human 
individuality as seen in people but an individuality which is 
manifested uniquely in an artistic work. 


The writer in the course of creating his work comes to show his 
ideological stand and attitude, his artiscic concept and cultural 
level, his feeling and aesthetics, and when such elements, combined 
with one another, are reflected in his work, they constitute his 
creative individuality. 


A writer's world outlook is the basic factor conditioning his creative 
inidividuality. The writers all come to discern, interpret, and 
assess the realities based on their own ideological viewpoint. 

The more the writers are thoroughly armed with a revolutionary and 
scientific world outlook, the more precisely and deeply they can 

grasp the intrinsic nature of the realities and the better they can 
seek out a new point of question from them. 


A writer's creative experience or his artistic liking and inclination, 
too, comes to play an important function in his artistic creative effort. 
The more the writers have rich creative experience, revolutionary 
aesthetic concept and lofty artistic liking, the better they can 

create works of literature and arts which truly meet the demands of 

the times and the aim of the people. 


Thus a creative individuality is something that can be seen only in 
those creators who have high political insights and rich artistic 
qualifications and as such, is an important factor influencing the 
success or failure of a creative work. 


The creative individuality of an artist is intrinsically different 
from "the freedom of individuality" which the bourgeois literary art 
theory raves about. The contention of bourgeois theoreticians for 
“the freedom of individuality" or "the freedom of creative effort" 
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has it as its objective to deny the positive significance of the role 
which the writer's world outlook and life experience play in his 
creative work and to defy the partywide guidance in the task of 
literature and arts. 


The ideological servants of imperialism claim that socialist arts, 
because their creators hold the same world outlook, "lack in diversity" 
but this simply is a fabrication reversing truth and falsehood and 

is no more than a vicious vilification and slander. 


The partywide demand for bringing individual characteristics to life 
in creative works neither advocates any individual liking of the 
writer nor tolerates "the freedom of creative effort." Bringing 
individual characteristics to life and liberalism in the task of 
creative works are two different things. 


The respected and beloved leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"Our literature and arts absolutely must not dissociate themselves from 
the interests of the revolution and the lines of the party, nor must 
tolerate elements that suit the liking and palate of the exploiting 
class. None but revolutionary literature and arts thoroughly abiding 
by the lines and policies of the party can receive the genuine love of 
the masses of people and can become an energetic weapon of the party 
for indoctrinating the working masses in the communist revolutionary 
spirit." (Ibid., p 169) 


Our socialist literature and arts must be created thoroughly abiding 
by the lines and policies of the party which are the embodiment of the 
great chuche ideology, and absolutely must never tolerate elements 
which suit the liking and palate of the exploiting class. 


If liberalism were tolerated in creative works, all kinds of unwholesome 
and reactionary hodgepodge ideas would seep in and socialist literature 
and arts would lose their ideological purity and in the end, would 
be unable to acquit themselves fully of their ideological indoctrination 
mission to arm working people with the revolutionary world outlook. 


As the chuche literary art theory elucidates, to say to bring individual 
characteristics to life in the task of creative works means that the 
writers, strictly abiding by the thought of the party and firmly 
standing on the realities and relying on collective wisdom, creatively 
undertake portrayal in their works. 


Our writers and artists of socialist realism, only when they above all 
thoroughly abide by the thought of our party, the immortal chuche 
ideology, can most precisely discern the intrinsic nature of real life 
and can creatively undertake portrayal in their creative works, instead 
of copying others. 
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This is so because the chuche ideology has elucidated anew the inherent 
characteristics of people as social beings possessed of independent and 
creative stand and attitude, gives the most correct viewp: toward 
nature and society, and provides a strong weapon for dis« cng and 
remaking the world. 


If the writers and artists are to correctly bring individual characteristics 
to life in their creative works, it is also imperative that they firmly 

have their feet in the realities. This is the demand of the law 

stemming from the intrinsic nature of the arts of realism. 


Only when literature and arts of socialist realism depict in depth from 
many angles the life and struggle of the masses of people to protect 
their independent stand and attitude and present a vivid portrayal 

of ideomental features of the revolutionary as a nonrepetitive 
individual.ty, can the works strike chords among people and still 

better serve in ideoaesthetic indoctrination. Therefore, the writers 
and artists must know the realities well and must deelply delve into the 
life of the masses of people. 


In order to bring individual characteristics to life in creating works, 
it is also imperative that the writers, even as they maximally raise 
their own sense of responsibility and initiative, must correctly insure 
collectivism. Collectivism is one of the principles of communist 
creative works and is a reliable guarantee for strengthening the 
uniqueness of arts based on the superiority of the socialist society 
where comradely cooperation forms the basis of social relations. 


In the socialist society, the question of raising the sense of 
responsibility and initiative of an individual is closely related 

to the question of relying on collectivism. An individual's sense 

of responsibility and initiative, only by relying on collective wisdom, 
can be more highly promoteu without falling into subjectivism and 
arbitrariness, and collectivism also can show its effectiveness 

only under conditions that an individual's sense of responsibility 

and initiative are highly promoted. 


Of course, the question of bringing individual characteristics to life 
in a creative work depends in large measure on the sense of responsibility 
and initiative of the writer, the master of the creative work. But 
there is a limit to an individual's strength and wisdom, and it is 
difficult for a writer to avoid one-sidedness in observing and 
portraying the realities. Collectivism based on the spirit of 
comradely cooperation supports and helps a creator's new discoveries 
and creative initiatives and energetically teaches him by heuristic 
means the shortcomings and deficiencies that have surfaced. Precisely 
herein lies the ground of collectivism being one of the principles of 
communist creative works. 
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The writers and artists, only if in this way they strictly abide by the 
thought of the party, the immortal chuche ideology, firmly stand on 

the realities, and rely on collective wisdom in creatively undertaking 
portrayal in their works, can make their artistic portrayal unique, 
correctly bringing individual characteristics to life in their creative 
efforts, and can make our socialist literature and arts more diversely 
and richly blossom and develop on sound foundations. 
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The chuche literary art theory also provides a profound elucidation 
of the basic ways of realizing uniqueness in creating works of 
literature and arts. 


In order to bring individual characteristics to life in creative works, 
it is imperative first of all to correctly select and seize the seed. 
It is necessary for the creator to select and seize a seed that not 
only suits the policies of the party and can be embodied in portrayal 
but also is new and of a distinctive color. To select and seize a 
seed new and of a distinctive color in life is a precondition for 
creating unique portrayal. 


Only if the creator selects and seizes a seed new and of a distinctive 
color, can he present a new question of societywide significance in 
his work and create fresh artistic portrayal evoking a deep artistic 
interest. Inamsuch as a theme is determined by the seed, without 
grasping a new seed it is impossible either to set or resolve a new 
theme. 


The search for what is new and of a distinctive color for the creative 
works of our socialist arts of realism absolutely has nothing to do 
with the pursuit of bourgeois arts for what is “extraordinary” and 
bizarre which excites people's peripheral nerves. 


A seed that is new and of a distinctive color--this bespeaks a seed that 
uniquely embodies a new bud of developing life. The search for a 

seed new and of a distinctive color comes to arise as an indispensable 
requirement in correctly elucidating the truth of life and the law of 
developing society in the creative works of literature and arts. 


Also important to the creator in bringing individual characteristics 
to life is creating portrayal with a distinctive color to suit the 
selected seed. 


A genuine work of art is achieved when its proposition is not only 
uniquely set but is resolved by a new and nonrepetitive portrayal 
of a distinctive color. 


As the chuche literary art theory elucidates, uniqueness in creative 
portrayal must be concretized in the course of generalization and 
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individualization and manifested in a distinctive color of portrayal 
technique and ingenuity. 


Although the creator must always strictly observe the general principle 
of realistic modelization, he must freely and nonrepetitively bring 
into play his means and method of portrayal. No matter what seed 
which is new and of a distinctive color he may have selected and 
seized, if he fails to embody it in a fresh, unique portrayal, he 
cannot bring the thought to life philosophically in depth nor can he 
realize the indoctrinating objective of his work. 


Important in selecting, seizing, and uniquely portraying a seed which 
is new and of a distinctive color, is modelizing the leading character 
and the cast of other characters so that their individual character 
may be shown distinctively. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"... writers and artists in their works must not enumerate abstract, 

dry slogans but must profoundly portray in a concrete manner the lofty 
patriotism of our people through the thouyht and feeling and life of 

live people existing in reality. Only then can the patriotism 

expressed in their works come to assume the concreteness and truthfulness 
as graphically as in reality.” (Ibid., pp 54-55) 


Inasmuch as literature is an anthropology, the selected seed comes to 
be elucidated through character portrayal of the leading character 
and the cast of other characters, and the more vivid the portrayal 
of distinctivie individuality, the greater the artistic interest 


to people. 


Especially important in character creation of the cast of characters 
is paying keen attention tc individualistically, vividly modelizing 
the leading character under portrayal. Only then can the work as 

a model of life and strvqgle still better serve to teach people how 
to genuinely live and work and how to struggle. 


No matter how good a seed the writer may have selected and seized, if 
he fails to set human relations to suit the characteristics of the seed 
and correctly elucidate the chuche ideology through vivid character 
portrayal of the cast of characters, thenhis work will end up being 
useless. 


Another important question arising in making portrayal fresh and unique 
is overcoming stereotype in structural organization and making it 
individualistically distinctive. 


As the chuche literary art theory elucidates, only if the structure is 
correctly organized in creating a literary art work, is it possible to 
make the ideological content deep and clear and truthfully show life. 
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Inasmuch as the structure is the basic form of harmoniously uniting 
toward an artistic embodiment of the seed all the elements of portrayal 
such as the cast of characters, their conflicts and affairs in the work, 
the writer cannot satisfactorily realize his ideoartistic intent unless 
he properly organizes the structure. Therefore, under conditions that 
he has selected and seized a seed which is new and of a distinctive 
color, the writer must necessarily organize, based on the seed, the 
structure in a distinctive manner to suit the demands of life. 


In the works of literature and arts which concretely show the diverse 
and rich life of social beings of our time, diversity in content comes 
to condition in structure. 


If the creator, away from the demands of the seed and the logic of 
life, tries to forcibly dovetail life to the form of structure already 
known, his work will come to break the artistic harmony and lose 
vividness and truthfulness and ultimately, end up being uninteresting 
to read. 


In order to bring individual characteristics to life in his creative 
work, it is important that in expressing the life which he has searched 
out, too, he express what he has individualized in his own way. 


Language is the basic means of uniquely expressing life in a creative 
work of literary art. All elements of portrayal constituting the work 
are all expressed through language. Be it the individualized character 
portrayal of the cast of characters or the structural organization 

of a distinctive color, they cannot express themselves without the 
help of language. Thus language is the most important means of 
expression showing all of the characteristics held by various elements 
of portrayal and is a domain where individual characteristics are 

most clearly displayed. 


Our language's rich vocabulary, diverse means and methods of expression, 
precise grammatical structure, and colorful combinations of words 
provide the writers with admirable conditions for vividly and 
intricately expressing our people's life and ideological feelings. 

The question is, how ably will the writers, by loving and deeply 
studying our language and letters, the pride of our nation, and by 
becoming versed in them, utilize such possibilities and conditions 

in their creative practice? 


Under conditions that they have grasped the seed which meets the demands 
of the policies of the party and properly set the theme, the writers must 
think ingeniously, seek out vivid vocabulary, and realize an approriate 
combination of words in order to ungiuely express the life they have 
searched out. 


Only when the writers are versed in all means and techniques of 
portrayal necessary for the artistic realization of the seed and 
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possess the skill to freely bring them into play, can they amply 
utilize them to suit their intent as they desire and in the process, 
come to have their framework of style. 


But it will not do if the writers, mistakenly regarding their bad 
habits as their creative individuality, persist in bringing them to 
life in their creative work. 


The writers must strive so that in bringing their individual 
characteristics to life, they may not come up with some framework and 
fall victim to the stereotype in their creative works. To copy others 
and undertake portrayal to fit a framework already in existence, or 

to make one's own framework and fall vicitim to the stereotype, is all 
conventionalism in nature, and with such slovenly creative work 
attitude, one inevitably comes to move toward distorting the intrinsic 
nature of life. 


The creative individuality of the writer must be one that through and 
through meets with the beautiful, lofty aesthetic aim of the masses of 
people, and this also must be one that evokes the aesthetic sympathy 
of the people and that can be easily accepted by them. Precisely 
herein lies the reason of necessity for the writers to seek out in 

the historically handed down treasure chest of national culture their 
means and techniques cf portrayal and innovatively develop them, and 
to search out their Language expressions, too, in the language life 

of the masses of people. 


As our party emphasizes, creative individuality is not something that 
is spontaneously achieved without sincere disquisition and steadfast 
training in skills by the writers and artists. 


Individuality for the sake of individuality which the bourgeois writers 
are raving about, so-calleu “individuality” aimed at popularity 

for the sake of mammon and honor, has nothing whatever to do with the 
creative individuality that gives birth to genuine art. 


In order to produce artistic portrayal truthful and distinctive in 
individual charactristics, promoting uniqueness in creative works, 

it is imperative, along with thoroughly preventing the infiltration 

of bourgeois theories, to energetically launch the ideological struggle 
against the stereotype and conventionalism stemming from a slovenly 
creative work attitude. The stereotype and conventionalism in creative 
works, because they make the creators conventionally approach life and 
produce portrayal to fit a framework, unable to tightly maintain their 
independent stand and creative stand, are the enemy of realism that 
makes a mess of art. 


Today the socialist realities wherein we are dynamically stepping up 
conversion of the whole society to the chuche ideology, holding aloft

call for more uniquely and diversely developing literature and arts and 
for producing still faster in greater numbers creative works of 
literature and arts distinctive in individual characteristics and high 
in ideoartistry.

in motion with priority to political work and, with superiors responsibly 
helping subordinates, scientifically, rationally manage and operate the

The Taean Work System esta_iished in our country, liquidating once and 
for all the dregs of the old capitalist economic management method and 
on the basis of the mass line, on the principle of scientific nature, 
has thrown open a bright road to scientifically, rationally managing and 
operating the economy. 


With the Taean System carried through, the factories and enterprises 
under the collective guidance of party committees have successfully 
expedited all tasks and achieved a new turnaround in planning work 

and production guidance, materials supply work and supply service

The realities of our country wherein the revolutionary fervor of working 
people has become higher and the economy is developing rapidly based 
on modern technology, call for carrying through the Taean System more

Therefore, in order to stabilize production, 
materials should be supplied in a timely manner in accordance with 

the requirement of the Taean Work System and the rules of cooperative 
production should be strictly observed." (Booklet “Let Us Thoroughly 
Abide by the Socialist Labor Law,” p 15) 


To say to conduct materials supply work in accordance with the demands 
of the Taean System means embodying the demands of the Taean System 

and satisfactorily realizing the task of the higher echelon for 
responsibly delivering all materials large and small, as specified, 

to the base level. When materials supply work is commendably conducted, 
it is possible to more highly display the superiority and vitality of 
the Taean System and to still better solve all questions arising in 
economic organizational work. 


Essentially, materials supply work is the task of insuring mechanical 
facilities, raw materials and supplies needed in production and as such, 
only if this task is commendably conducted, is it possible for all 
branches of the people's economy to normalize production and, rationally 
utilizing societywide labor, to quickly develop the economy. 


Because raw materials and supplies have the characteristic of being 
compietely consumed in one production cycle, unless they are ceaselessly 
replaced for ready use, it is impossible to properly insure production. 
Raw materials and supplies in many cases come to be supplied from outside 
through cooperative production. The more modern, large-scale societywide 
production is conducted, the more materials come to be used in producing 
even one unit product and the more production units come to participate 
in it. 


Therefore, materials supply work cannot be satisfactorily conducted by 

the strength of individual enterprises or units alone but is a very 

complex and enormous economic organizational work that can be satisfactorily 
conducted only under the unified guidance of the socialist state. 
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As a matter of fact, if raw materials and supplies are not sufficiently 
insured to suit the characteristics of production, then production cannot 
be properly conducted, no matter how much the guidance functionaries go 
down to the base level and commendably exercise technical guidance and 
no matter how fervently the working people work. Only if raw materials 
and supplies are satisfactorily delivered by the classification, by the 
specification, by the grade as projected in the plan, is it possible 

to operate existing mechanical facilities at full capacity with full 
load, to enable the guidance functionaries of factories and enterprises 
to commendably conduct labor administration work, facilities maintenance 
work and technical guidance, putting their efforts into production 
guidance, and to make the workers work to their hearts’ content. Thus 
it will be possible to carry out the people's economic plan without 
deflection by the day, by the 10-day period, by the month, by the 
quarter and by the index. 


If raw materials and supplies are satisfactorily dlivered, it will be 
possible to strengthen cooperative production at factories and enterprises 
and develop all branches rapidly all together. 


The more socialist construction progresses and the economy grows in 
scope, the more close and complex the production-consumption linkages 
between many branches become. Under such conditions, if materials 
supply work is improved and strengthened and production normalized in 
various branches of the people's economy, it will be possible to put 
cooperative production on a more organized and planned basis and more 
energetically push ahead with production and construction, effectively 
utilizing the laready laid economic foundations to the maximum. 


Therefore, materials supply work is an important task which the socialist 
state must always tightly grasp in order to quickly develop the economy 
on a planned, balanced basis. 


To improve and strengthen materials supply work arises as an even more 
real and immediate demand for taking timely action to supply the materials 
whose needs are growing on an enormous scale during the second Seven-Year 
Plan and for satisfactorily insuring the economic linkages between 
branches, between units. 


The new long term plan we are now fulfilling is an enormous economic 
construction task in which we must occupy unprecedentedly high targets 
in production scope and in terms of the production volume of major 
industrial products. As the struggle to fulfill the second Seven-Year 
Plan is being energetically launched, new industrial branches are being 
created, the internal branch structures of industry and production 
processes are being augmented still better, and specialized and 
cooperative production is being further strengthened. 


This not only works to extraordinarily increase the amount of materials 
supply work but calls more than at any time for planning, formulating, 
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and conducting materials supply organizational work so as to enable the 
branches and enterprises to enter into close and complex production 
relations among themselves. 


In particular, as the comprehensive mechanization and scientization of 
various branches of the people's economy are realized, the demand of 
standard for quality of raw materials and supplies come to be even 
higher and the demand of standard for machinery, equipment and supplies 
by the classification, by the specification, by the grade also comes

Thus, in order to fulfill the second Seven-Year Plan ahead of schedule, 
it arises as a real and immediate demand to orgnaize materials supply 
work in a big way with mobility to suit the growing materials exchange 
volume yet thoroughly insure its scientific nature. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song, with his keen insight into the 
significance and importance of materials supply work in socialist 

economic management and economic construction, has comprehensively 
elucidated the principled questions arising in improving and strengthening 
materials supply work. 





A basic question arising in improving and strengthening materials supply 
work is for the higher echelon to responsibly deliver materials to the 
base level to suit the demands of the Taean System.

"The basics of materials supply work are thoroughly carrying through 

the demands of the Taean System for the higher echelon to responsibly 
deliver all materials, as specified, to the production sites and to

That the higher echelon responsibly delivers materials, as specified, 
to the base level is one of the important demands of the Taean System 
for superiors to help subordinates, bringing guidance closer to the 
base level and as such, is the basics of materials supply work. 


That the higher echelon responsibly delivers materials to the base level, 
precisely because the guidance functionaries of the higher unit 
responsible for production take complete charge of all jobs related 

to insuring materials, makes it possible for the producers to 
energetically push ahead with production devoting all their energies. 


Only if the higher echelon responsibly delivers materials to the base 
level, is it possible for the working people to positively launch 
their production activity without worry and for the guidance functionaries 
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to satisfactorily perform their mission and role as servants for the 
producers. 


Thus, for the higher echelon to responsibly deliver materials to the 
base level is the basics of materials supply work and as such, always 
arises as a principled question in improving and strengthening materials 
supply work. 


The great leader, elucidating the materials supply principle for the 
higher echelon to responsibly deliver materials to the base level, had 
an orderly materials supply system established for the successful 
realization of it. 


The materials supply system as an important component part of the 

Taean System created by the great leader, above all by enhancing the 
functions of state economic guidance organs, makes it possible to 
strengthen the centralized guidance of the state in materials suprly 
work and to supply materials to factories and enterprises satis -orily 
on a planned basis, and enables superiors to help subordinates, and 

all branches, all factories and enterprises and producers to precisely 
insure cooperative producticn, helping each other and leading each 

other on. 


The Taean materials supply system also makes it possible to conserve 

a great deal of societywide labor in materials supply work while 
enabling the producers to concentrate all their strength on production 
and, strengthening control over consumption of materials, to produce 
and build even more with existing facilities and materials. 


Therefore, to highly promote the superiority and vitality of the 
Taean materials supply system is a firm guarantee for successfully 
solving all questions arising in materials supply work in the present 
period. 


Important in improving and strengthening materials supply work in 
accordance with the demands of the Taean System is commendably 
formulating the materials supply plan in detail and based thereon, 
correctly entering into materials supply contracts. 


The respected and beloved leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


",.. essentially, materials supply work must be conducted in the form 
of commodity transaction under contracts to be entered into with 
commercial materials companies under the statewide detailed plan 

which has meshed the enterprises with one another." (Ibid., pp 560-561) 


A materials supply contract is the legal basis for materials supply 
work and its precondition. A materials supply contract comes to be 
entered into strictly on the basis of a detailed materials supply plan. 
Especially in the socialist society, circulation of the means of 
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production comes to be planned and organized on a societywide basis under 
the unified guidance of the state. Therefore, materials supply work 
presupposes planning and organizing on a high level and must be conducted 
based thereon. 





To precisely enter into a materials supply contract based on a detailed 
materials supply plan is an indispensable requirement of materials supply 
work itself which arises from such organizing and planning nature. 


What is important in formulating a detailed materials supply plan is 
that the units formulating materials supply plans must properly 
stipulate the indexes between the units concerned and that the 
commercial companies must more concretely mesh the planned indexes 
in the course of entering into materials supply contracts and 
thoroughly establish execution measures for implementing the plans 
without deflection. 


Based on the detailed materials supply plans drawn up, contracts with 
commercial materials companies must be precisely meshed with one 
another for materials by the specification, by the grade and by the 
enterprises. 


In order to properly enter into materials supply contracts and correctly 
implement them, it is imperative that the responsible functionaries 
must directly grasp and sum up this work and, thoroughly establishing 
contractual discipline, must see to it that contractual obligations are 
fulfilled without deflection. 


Important in improving materials supply work to suit the demands of the 
Taean System is also seeing to it that the materials are delivered 
precisely and responsibly in accordance with the plan and contract. 


For the planned and balanced development of the people's economy, all 
materials supply functionaries must thoroughly carry out the materials 
supply plan and contract, regarding them as their legal obligations. 
Only by precisely abiding by the materials supply plan and contract 
is it possible to carry through the policy-oriented intent of the 
party and the demands of the state in the relevant period and 
precisely insure the planning and balancing of the people's economy. 


If, in violation of the materials supply plan and contract, materials 
were supplied in a disorderly manner, it would create chaos in the 
work of planning the people's economy and render it impossible to 
rationally utilize materiel properties; consequently, it would make 
it impossible to rapidly develop the economy. 


Therefore, in order to improve materials supply work, there has to be 
concrete organizational work aimed at having the materials substantively 
delivered in accordance with the materials supply plan and contract. 
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Materials supply work is unthinkable away from concrete organizational 
work for delivery of materials such as the formulation of an execution 
plan for the precise implementation of the materials supply plan and 
contract, grasp of the needs for materials, the insuring of materials, 
application of a rational materials supply method, and transportation 
organization for materials. 


Materials supply functionaries, with a high sense of awareness and 
responsibility that materials supply work is a glorious task to 

realize the great leader's far-reaching plan for socialist construction, 
must concretely plan and formulate materials supply organization on 

a stand befitting the master. 


Materials supply functionaries planning and formulating materials supply 
organization as if insuring ammunition for fierce battlefields with 
boundless loyalty to the party and the revolution is precisely where 

an important guarantee for improving materials supply work in the 
present period is. 


Materials supply functionaries, planning and formulating materials 
supply organization, must strive to suppl, materials intensively 

to the major targets constituting the central key to socialist economic 
construction and at the same time, to supply without deflection all 

the materials under contract toward the overall development of the 
national economy and insure materials in an integrated manner on time 
by the classification, by the specification, by the grade. 


To this end, the responsible functionaries, directly grasping product 
sales work, must responsibly deliver the manufactured products to the 
units under contract to suit the demands of the Taean System. 


Our functionaries, by establishing system and order to make commercial 
materials companies and cou.wercial sales companies move strictly in 
accordance with the laws and standards of the state and by setting up 
an orderly and unified materials supply system, must see to it that 
all the materials that have been produced are precisely delivered 

in accordance with contract. 


The functionaries, eliminating departmentalism and provincialism, 
conservatism and passivity, and with an attitude befitting the master 
on the partywide, statewide stand, must spiritedly launch materials 
supply work in a big way. 


Important in improving materials supply work is strengthening control 
over consumption of materials. 


The respected and beloved leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"... if we are to preserve and conserve state properties and eliminate 
the phenomenon of their misappriation and waste, we must decisively 
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strengthen oontrol and see to it that there is no room at all for 
misappropriation and waste." (Ibid., p 535) 


Only if materials are not only delivered to the base level on a 
planned basis but control over their consumption is strengthened 
so as to take good care of them and effectively use them, is it 
possible to satisfactorily fill the growing needs of the people's 
economy for materials. 


In order to strengthen control over the consumption of materials, 
it is imperative to correctly utilize commercial form in materials 
supply work. 


To correctly utilize commercial form in materials supply work is an 
indispensable requirement for state-operated enterprises, with 
independence in management, to scientifically and rationally conduct 
materials supply work to suit the transitional characteristics of 
the socialist society. 





As the price of materials will always remain a poiilt of quest or when 
commercial form is correctly utilized in materials supply wor “he 
enterprises will not be heedlessly buying up materials even ii chey 

are projected in the materials supply plan, and even in the event 

that some necessary materials are not included in the supply plan 

for machinery, equipment and supply, it can be straightened out 

in the actual buying process. As it controls consumption by making 

it possible for those enterprises producing crude goods and supplies 

to carry out without deflection their production plan by the index 

and sell the means of production as provided in the contract and 

for those enterprises receiving the crude goods and supplies to receive 
them on time, it makes it possible to successfully execute the materials 
supply plan. 


Again, when commercial form is correctly utilized in materials supply 
work, it will make it possible to do away with such things as keeping 
materials idle, improve circulation organization and eliminate the 
waste of societywide labor, and strengthen the conservation system. 


Thus, to correctly utilize commercial form in materials supply work is 
an important leverage for perfecting the materials supply plan and 
guaranteeing its successful execution, for eliminating the waste of 
societywide labor and strengthening the conservation system. 


The commercial materials companies, precisely utilizing, in supply 
materials, economic leverages such as the supply of circulation funds, 
the system for settlement of accounts, and the system for utilizing 

loan proceeds, must strive to make price a point of question at all 
times, and establish a strict system for selling materials only when the 
purchaser has the money to pay for them. In this way, they must 
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decisively eliminate the phenomenon of supply materials to the 
enterprises regardless whether the enterprises have money or not, as 
long as the enterprises have contracts with them. 


Along with correctly utilizing commercial form in materials supply work, 
it is imperative to strive to thoroughly observe the standard of 
material consumption and ceaselessly lower it. 


Today a great potential for conserving materials is in thoroughly 
observing the standard of material consumption and ceaselessly lowering 
it. 


By making the producers properly observe the technical rules and 

Standard opecating procedures, we must see to it that they do not 
produce rejects or exceed the standard of consumption. Our functionaries 
must strive to conserve materials to the utmost by establishing strict 
discipline for supplying materials based on the standard of consumption 
and by making the working people highly display initiative and widely 
utilize substitute materials. They must exercise strong control so 

that there may be no waste in the cutody and management of materials 

and that the materials which have been supplied be used only for 

the designated purpose. 


To enhance the role of materials supply organs and readjust the supply 
of materials with mobility is an important way of improving and 
strengthening materials supply work. 


Materials supply work under the new materials supply system provided by 
the great leader is conducted by the commercial materials companies 
which are organs exclusively supplying materials and by the materials 
supply units of enterprises. 


For the higher echelon to ueliver materials as specified to the base 
level, it is important to enhance the role of materials supply organs 
such as commercial materials companies. 


To this end, it is imperative above all to readjust and augment commercial 
materials companies and commercial sales companies with functionaries

The commercial sales companies, with a timely integrated grasp of the 
products produced by enterprises, must precisely dispose of them 

in accordance with contract; and the commercial materials companies

In the course of implementing the plan, unexpected situations may arise 
on account of unexpected change in this or that subjective or objective 
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condition. Therefore, it is imperative to readjust materials supply 
with mobility to suit specific economic circumstances and policy~-oriented 
demands of the party. 


The economic guidance functionaries and materials supply functionaries, 
by concretely observing and grasping the fluidity of materials and 

by correctly determining target and sequence and timely adjusting 
supply, must put the available meterials to even better ends. At the 
same time, they must taxe timely action to mobilize the materials 
being kept idle at factories and enterprises. 


The economic guidance (unctionaries and materials supply functionaries, 
by deeply recognizing the importance of materials supply work and

If the abundant experiences of the producer masses and the new ideas 
for remaking technology they have come up with are correctly brought 
into play, it is possible to design and manufacture a variety of 
machinery and equipment easier to operate and higher in efficiency. 
If we set the strength and wisdom of the broad masses in motion, 

we also can energetically hasten the task to adopt in production the 
new achievements scored by scientists and technicians in developing 
science and technology. 


The mass technical innovation movement, making the struggle more organized 
in carrying out the technical revolution to suit the intrinsic nature of 
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the socialist society which is based on collectivism, makes the producer 
masses highly display their revolutionary fervor and creative positivity 
in remaking technology. In the course of the mass technical innovation 
movement being launched, the technical revolution comes to be firmly 
turned around as a task of the broad masses themselves, and the producer 
masses, as they help each other and lead each other on, come to further 
hasten the remaking of technology. This shows that energetically 
launching the mass technical innovation movement constitutes the most 
powerful way of carrying out the technical revolution.

If the technical 
innovation movement is launched on a mass basis, it is possible to 
rationalize production processes, more economically utilize raw materials 
and supplies, make the already laid economic foundations show greater 
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effectiveness, and quickly raise production without any major capital 
outlay. Without energetically launching on a mass basis the struggle 
to remake technology, it is impossible to successfully solve various 
difficult and complex technical questions arising in the chuche-ization, 
modernization, and scientization of the people's economy nor is it 
possible to effectively utilize the already laid economic foundations.

TO PRECISELY IMPLEMENT THE SOCIALIST LABOR REMUNERATION SYSTEM IS AN 
IMPORTANT DEMAND FOR IMPROVING ECONOMIC MANAGEMENT

[Text] The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song, in his historic speech 
before the national meeting of labor administration functionaries, laid 
down the guideline for thoroughly implementing the socialist labor 
remuneration system as one of the important demands for carrying through 
the socialist labor law and improving economic management. 


To thoroughly implement the socialist labor remuneration system is an 
important demand of economic management stemming from the intrinsic 
nature of the socialist system and the transitional characteristics 
cf the socialist society. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"... we must thoroughly implement the socialist principle of distribution 
and the socialist system of labor remuneration." (Booklet “Let Us 
Thoroughly Abide by the Socialist Labor Law,” p 17) 


In the socialist society the masses of working people are the master of 
the ruling powers of the state and the means of production, and all 
working people devotedly work for the sake of the state and society, 

for the sake of themselves. It is the intrinsic superiority of the 
socialist society that with the exploitation and oppression of man by 
man liquidated once and for all, all working people work, highly displaying 
revolutionary fervor and creative positivity. The decisive factor which 
makes production and construction develop at a ceaseless high speed in 
the socialist society, too, is precisely in people's high revolutionary 
fervor. In the socialist society, as production rapidly develops, 
people's living conditions become more affluent and all working people 
come to more positively participate in societywide communal labor, 
highly displaying revolutionary fervor. 
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Thus the socialist society has both great superiority beyond comparison 
with the old exploiting society and the transitional characteristics 

where the relics of the old society still remain. In the socialist 
society the productive forces have not yet developed to the extent of 
making it possible for people to work according to ability and receive 
distribution accoring to need nor do all people have the high collectivist 
Spirit of responsibly preserving and managing state properties as their 
own. Again, from people's heads the old ideological dregs for wanting to 
live on the strength of others have not yet been completely uprooted nor 
has labor become the first and foremost demand of life. 


Therefore, in managing and operating the socialist economy it is imperative 
to correctly utilize the transitional characteristics of the socialist 
society while maximally promoting the superiority of the socialist society. 
What is important in this connection is correctly observing the principle 
of combining political work with working people and material incentives. 


The principle of combining political work and material incentives is 
carried through by thoroughly implementing the socialist labor remuneration 
system on the basis of giviny priority to political work with working 
people. Only by thoroughly implementing the socialist labor remuneration 
system is it possible to enhance the labor enthusiasm of working people 
and develop production at a high speed. 


The socialist labor remuneration system is an important means to carry 
through the socialist principle of distribution according to the amount 
and quality of labor to suit the intrinsic nature of the socialist 
system and the transitional characteristics of the socialist society. 


Essentially, distribution according to the amount and quality of labor 
is a mode of distribution simultaneously reflecting the two dimensions 
of the socialist society--the superiority in terms of system and the 
transitional characteristics. Distribution according to labor is an 
economic means to promote the superiority of the socialist system, 
when viewed in the context that it insures the life of working people 
through labor remuneration and inspires all people to faithfully 
participate in society labor. It also is a mode of distribution that 
suits the transitional characteristics of the socialist society when 
viewed from the dimension that it stimulates the material interest of 
working people and works to prevent the surfacing of old ideological 
dregs to eat the bread of idleness. 


Therefore, to implement the socialist principle of distribution, the 
socialist labor remuneration system, is an important demand for managing 
and operating the economy to suit the intrinsic nature of the socialist 
system and the transitional characteristics of the socialist society. 


Economic leverages in implementing the socialist principle of distribution, 
the socialist labor remuneration system, are wage, bonus, and bounty. Only 
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by precisely paying wage, bonus, and bounty to working people according to 
the amount and quality of their labor is it possible to thoroughly implement 
the socialist labor remuneration system. 


Most important in precisely implementing the socialist labor remuneration 
system is properly setting labor norm and increasing labor remuneration 
as labor norm rises. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"In order to correctly implement the socialist system of labor remuneration, 
work norms should be properly set. The Labor Administration workers should 
regularly review the work norms of the various sectors of the national 
economy and rectify incorrect ones swiftly. They should also raise the 
work norms systematically once in a year or two. At the same time, 

they should increase the reward for labor to the working people in 
accordance with the raise of work norms." (Ibid., pp 17-18) 


Labor norm is a work norm that must be accomplished within a specified 
unit time, and is the measuring stick for appraising the results of 

labor. Only if labor norm is properly set, is it possible to precisely 
appraise the amount of labor expended and correctly implement distribution 
according to labor. Therefore, to properly set labor norm forms the 

basis for precisely implementing the socialist labor remuneration system. 


As the great leader taught, in order to properly set labor norm, it is 
imperative to regularly review the labor norms in various branches of 

the people's economy and take timely action to straighten out wrong norms. 
At the same time, it is imperative to increase the labor remuneration 

of working people in the form of wage, bonus, and bounty as and when 
labor norms are systematically raised and to keep correctly maintaining 
the balance of labor remuneration organization. 


The great leader's teachings for increasing labor remuneration as and 
when labor norm is set at a new higher level are a programmatic compass 
that has elucidated afresh the principled question arising in implementing 
the socialist principle of distribution. 


Until now there has only been the theory that the growth of production 
must precede the growth of labor remuneration, with the general emphasis 
that labor norm must ceaselessly be raised as technical standard of 
working people improves and technology develops. To put it another way, 
what is the most rational thing to do in the event of raising labor norm 
has not been concretely elucidated, that is, how to deal with labor 
remuneration, how and when to increase labor remuneration. 


The great leader, by laying down the guideline based on his keen analysis 
of historical experience in socialist construction and of realistic 
demands that working pe le's wage, bonus, and bounty must be simultaneously 
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raised as labor norm rises, has provided a firm guarantee for energetically 
arousing the labor fervor of working people and making production and 
construction grow at a ceaseless high speed. 


To present a realistic and dynamic labor norm and combine it with 
people's material interest is a positive way of enhancing their struggle 
desire and fervor. 


If, despite working people's improved technical skill standards and 
developed science and technology, the struggle goal were set low based 
on the old labor norm, it would be impossible to highly promote their 
labor fervor and initiative. Today under conditions that science and 
technology is developing at a fast pace, only if labor norm, too, is 
Ssystematicaliy renewed and a high struggle goal is set, is it possible 
to inspire working people to ceaseless innovation and advance. 


But in the socialist society which is a transitional society, merely 
setting a high struggle goal alone will not enhance working people's 
production fervor. 


As the great leader taught, if only the labor norm is raised but working 
people's labor remuneration is not simultaneously increased, they will 
not like the labor norm being raised. Only if working people's labor 
remuneration is simultaneously increased as the labor norm is raised, 
will they come to positively strive to voluntarily innovate technology, 
conserve labor and material, improve product quality, and produce even 
more. Therefore, to ceaselessly renew labor norm as science and 
technology develops and simultaneously increase working people's 

labor remuneration becomes a positive way of enhancing their struggle 
fervor and propelling productive development. 


The guideline laid down by the great leader for continuing to raise 
labor norm and simultaneously increasing labor remuneration is also 

of great import in correctly combining state interests and individual 
interests and preciselv realizing the objective of socialist production. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


“If work norms are raised and the workers carry them out, the per 

employee output will crease that much. Therefore, a reward for labor 

to the workers can and must be increased. It is to augment the wealth 

of the country and, at the same time, further upgrade the living 

standards of the working people that we increase production." (Ibid., p 18) 


The objective of socialist production lies in increasing societywide 
wealth and satisfactorily filling the growing material and cultural needs 
of working people. If the socialist economy is to be managed to suit such 
objective, it is imperative in economic management to correctly combine 
state interests and individual interests, the growth of state revenue and 
the growth of working people's personal income. 
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To increase labor remuneration accordingly as labor norm ceaselessly 
rises is an effective way of making it possible to rapidly increase 
national wealth and further improve the standard of living for the 
people as well, to suit the objective of socialist production. 


To say to increase labor remuneration as labor norm rises is not to 
mean a decrease in state revenue. 


If labor norm is set high and working people carry it out, per employee 
production will come to increase by that much. Accordingly, under 
conditions that the labor norm which is set higher is carried out, 

even as part of increased national income is used to raise working 
people's labor remuneration, state revenue will still increase. 


Thus, to increase labor remuneration as labor norm is raised, makes 

it possible to quickly increase per employee output, increase state 
revenue, and improve the standard of living for the people as well, 
and to increase both accumulation and consumption simultaneously. 

If, even though labor norm is raised, working people's labor 
remuneration is not increased, they will come to have no interest in 
raising labor norm and increasing per employee output and in the 

end, it will be possible neither to quickly increase production nor to 
improve the standard of living for the people. Only if labor norm is 
set high and labor remuneration is increased accordingly, is it possible 
to making working people interested in carrying out the labor norm and 
quickly increase per employee output as wel... 


And just because labor remuneration is increased as labor norm is 
raised, it does not mean that individual egoist ideas will grow among 
working people, either. Of course, if political work is neglected and 
material incentives alone are emphasized, it is possible that egoism 
will grow in people's heads. But on the basis of putting political 
work, politicomoral stimuli, up front and of strengthening ideological 
indoctrination work among working people, even if in line therewith 
material incentives are provided, egoist ideas absolutely cannot grow 
in people's heads. 


All this shows that to increase working people's labor remuneration 
as labor norm rises and per employee output increases is the demand 
of the law of socialist economic management. 


The great leader has set us as our immediate goal today to increase 
per employee output to 15,900 won or more. 


If such goal is to be attained, it is imperative to draw up a table 
of statewide criteria with a view to thoroughly implementing the 
socialist labor remuneration system while strengthening political 
work, work with people, among working people and to resolve the 
work of setting labor norms and the work of labor remuneration 
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payment, correctly combining them, under the state's centralized, unified 
guidance. 


In order to thoroughly implement the socialist labor remuneration system, 
it is imperative not only to properly set labor norms but also to 
commendably conduct the work of appraising labor. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


“Labor Administration workers should be correctly aware of reality, 
always staying at the production site, and should correctly guide 
such tasks as labor evaluation." (Ibid., pp 21-22) 


The amount and quality of labor of working people are the criteria 

for distribution and accordingly, only if the amount and quality of 
labor are precisely appraised, is it possible to thoroughly carry 
through the demands of the socialist principle of distribution calling 
for distribution to the extent of the work they have performed, to the 
extent of the earnings they have made. 


Important in conducting the work of appra‘sing labor is to appraise 

the result of labor and write them down in labor cards regularly 

each day, open them up for inspection by the masses, and comprehensively 
appraise the amount and quality of labor performed by working people 
such as the fulfillment of the plan, along with the conservation of 
materials, the improvement of product quality, and the adoption of 

new technologies. 


Such appraisal system for labor inspires working people to strive 

to produce products not only in greater quantities but of better quality. 
If in the appraisal of labor a concrete assessment is made of the 
progress in the fulfillment of not only the production plan but also 

of the quality index, it is possible to ascertain the amount and 

quality of labor expended by working people. In this way when the 
amount and quality of labor are comprehensively appraised, it can 
satisfactorily perform its function as the criterion for the distribution 
of products, and the socialist labor remuneration system can be 
precisely implemented. 


To appraise both the amount and quality of labor, writing down in the 
labor cards the results of labor each day is not merely aimed at 
precisely determining the amount of distribution alone. A more important 
objective is in making the working people take pride in their work and 
perform work displaying even more initiative. In particular, becuase 
the labor cards are the history of the holders showing how much they 
have worked for the sake of the party and the revolution, when the 
results of labor are recorded in the labor cards each day, the working 
people will come to strive, deeply engraving in their hearts a sense of 
glory toward labor, to more faithfully carry out their assigned 

work. 
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Thus, to commendably appraise labor is a firm guarantee for enhancing 
the productive fervor of working people and thoroughly implementing the 
socialist labor remuneration system. 


In order to properly conduct the work of se ing labor norms and the 
work of appraising labor, it is important to -whoroughly carry through 
the revolutionary mass line in labor administration work. 


The work of setting labor norms can be properly conducted when fully 
acquainted with concrete production conditions such as people's 
ideological consciousness levels and technical and cultural standards, 
the capacities of machinery and equipment and the progress in insuring 
raw materials and supplies. Only by going in among the producer masses 
and sicussing with them is it possible to precisely grasp the state of 
production, seek out more potential for production growth, and set a 
realistic and dynamic labor norm accordingly. 


The work of appraising labor, too, must be conducted on a mass basis 
in accordance with the demands of the revolutionary mass line. The 
work of appraising work days currently under way at cooperative farms 
shows to the hilt the superiority and vitality of the mass labor 
appraisal system. To appraise the results of labor on a4 mass basis 
also provides an admirable opporutnity to not only insure the 
scientific nature of labor appraisal work but to encourage labor 
innovators and indoctrinate backward people. 


Therefore, the economic guidance functionaries, by thoroughly carrying 
through the revolutionary mass line of the party and by firmly turning 
the work of setting labor norms and the work of appraising labor 

around as the task of the producer masses themselves, must energetically 
arouse the labor fervor of the masses and go on to precisely implement 
the socialist labor remuneration systen. 


Also important in precisely implementing the socialist labor remuneration 
system is to draw up, abiding by the socialist labor law, concrete 
standards and rules for the payment of labor remuneration and thoroughly 
observe the enacted standards and rules.

Our country's socialist labor law is a chuche labor code which, embodying 
the immortal chuche ideology, has codified the state's labor organization 
principle and the basic rules working people must observe in labor life.

to paying labor remuneration based on the socialist labor law. Only if

[Text] In the socialist society, service facilities are an important 
form of social service aimed at satisfying the cultural and welfare 
needs of working people and promoting their conveience in life.

"In the socialist society, the service facilities, along with the 
commercial network, serve in great measure to improve the material and 
cultural standards of living for the people." (Booklet "On Improving 
and Strengthening the Work of the Commercial Sector," p 33) 


In the course of life working people require various kinds of consumer 
goods along with various cultural and welfare needs in various forms. 

If the needs of working people for consumer goods and their cultural 

and welfare needs are to be satisfactorily filled, it is imperative 

not only to produce still more consumer goods of various kinds needed 
for their food, clothing, and shelter but to positively keep abreast 

of them such work as making garments or repairing cultural and household 
goods so that working people may not feel inconvenience in life. Such 
cultural and welfare needs inevitably arising in the course of life of 
working people are resolved by service work. This bespeaks that service 
work holds it as its objective to improve the cultural and material 
standards of living for the people and is an important form of social 
service promot no their convenience in life. 


Service work in the socialist society is basically different from 
service work in the capitalist society. 


In the capitalist society where landlords and capitalists, monopolizing 
the ruling powers of the state and the means of production, behave as 
the master, all service facilities serve a handful of scoundrels of 
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the privileged circles as a means of providing them with luxuries and 
pleasures, aS a means of making money and accumulating wealth. In the 
capitalist society, even if working people can make use of the service 
facilities, they only suffer additional exploitation. So-called 
"kindness" in capitalist service work is no more than a technique of 
taking more money out of people's pockets. 


But in our society where the masses of working people have become the 
master of the state and society, all service facilities belong to 
people's ownership and are utilized as a means to make working people's 
life more affluent and convenient. Socialist service work is becoming 
a people-minded task holding it as its objective to maximally promote 
working people's convenience in life, a sacred revolutionary task to 
saisfy the cultural needs of the people. 


Service work in the socialist society, by establishing the socialist 
way of life among working people and lessening the cultural distinctions 
of the urban and rural areas, serves to expedite the cultural 
revolution. 


Service work is not limited to merely repairing things. This work 
produces various kinds of new things such as ga.ments that are elegant 
and simple yet please the eye, and enables all people to dress with 
personal cleanliness as befits working people living in the socialist 
society. Thus this work serves in quickly eliminating the old mores, 
the old way of life still remaining in the sphere of material and 
cultural life and thoroughly establishing the socialist way of life. 


Improving service work is of great impo>' in eliminating the distinctions 
of living standards between the workers «1d the peasants, the distinctions 
of living conditions between the urban inhabitants and the rural 
inhabitants. 


One of the basic questions arising in socialist and communist construction 
is eliminating the distinctions between the urban and rural areas. If this 
question is to be solved, it is imperative to eliminate every distinction 
not only in the ideological and technical areas but also in the realm

"To improve service work for the inhabitants will not only make people's 
life more civilized and affluent but will be an important way to 
increase local budgetary revenues." ("Kim Il-song Selected Works,"

if the quality of service is to be improved, it is imperative to 
further improve the technical skill standards of the working people of 
the service branch. To improve the technical skill standards of the 
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working people of the service branch arises as an even more important 
question in light of the fact that many new kinds of service jobs are 
being brought into being and the service ranks are being ceaselessly 
replenished with working people with little experience. The technical 
Skill standards of the working people of the service branch directly 
affect the quality of service. 


In order to improve the technical skill standards of the working people 
of the service branch, it is imperative to stabilize them in one kind 

of job and make them skilled and versed in their kind of job. The 
service branch must thoroughly establish a system for making people high 
in skill take on people low in skill and teaching and training them 
through on-the-job training.

skill standards. 


in order to improve and strengthen service work, it is imperative to 
properly manage and operate the networks of service facilities. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"It is important to properly manage the service facilities. No matter 
how many good restaurants or bathhouses have been built, unless they 
are properly managed it is impossible to insure convenience in 
people's life." (Ibid., p 35) 


In our country, under the sagacious leadership of the respected and 
beloved leader Comrade Kim Il-song, networks of service facilities 

have been deployed everywhere in an orderly manner from cities, 
laborers' settlements to rural villages in the mountainous hinterlands, 
and all working people are admirably insured of convenience in life, 
without feeling any inconvenience anywhere. If the networ - >“ service 
facilities which have been already organized everywhere in country 
are properly managed and operated, it is possible to improv 

capacity and quality of service far more greatly than now and keep 
service work abreast of the developing realities. 


We must properly readjust service facilities to suit the mission of 

service networks and *he characteristics of service activities, meticulously 
organize them in terms cf hygiene and culture, and modernize them even 

more. The service branch, properly readjusting and strengthening existing 
facilities, must plan and organize work to produce small-size machinery 
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and equipment with its own strength and, beefing up weaker sections and 
precisely calculating people's needs, must proceed to modernize 
facilities gradually one by one. 


In order to properly manage and operate the networks of service 
facilities, the branch also must properly establish a supply system for 
raw materials, supplies, and fittings for service work and take timely 
action insure them. 


Inasmuch as service is diverse in jobs to perform, th. kinds of the necessary 
materials, supplies, and fittings become diverse and different, depending 
on the job concerned. Even if any one of the necessary service materials, 
supplies, and fittings is absent, it will be impossible to normalize 
service activities nor will it be possible to insure the quality of 
service. 


Service materials supply organs must more commendably conduct the work 

of delivering to the base level various kinds of materials and fittings 
according to the kind of service job, in accordance with the demands of 
the great Taean Work System and, never neglecting any small part of 
fittings, must responsibly insure them. At the same time, it is imperative 
to launch the movement among the working people of the service branch 

to mobilize and utilize idle materials and manufacture the necessary 
materials and fittings on their own. 


In order to improve service work, it is also imperative to organize 
service activities in diverse ways, using various forms and methods. 


Under conditions that everyone works and every household has a great 
deal of modern, large-size furniture and necessities, if the service 
functionaries were to sit down at one fixed place and wait for the 
working people to come to them, then they would be unable to insure 

the working people's convenience in life. Therefore, in order to insure 
the convenience of the working people still better, they must widely 
Organize auxiliary services. By actively organizing service work, 

using various forms and methods such as performing mobile service and 
delivering orders and by making it possible for the working people to 
receive service benefits without going to the service networks, the 
service functionaries must make the working people feel no inconvenience 
and must make it possible to economize societywide labor. In particular, 
service facilities such as tailor shops and garment repair shops, using 
various forms and methods in organizing their service activities in 
diverse ways, must maximally serve in revolutionarily improving the clothes 
and civilizing the dress system to suit the demands of the age of 
revolution and must more satisfactorily fill the clothing needs of 

the working people. 


If service work is to be improved to suit the realistic demands of 
socialist construction, it is imperative to further increase in number 
service networks and the kinds of service jobs. 
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As the people's economy develops at a ceaseless high speed and the 
people's material and cultural life improves, it is the law that their 
service needs grow. Especially under conditions that modern cultural 
goods and furniture are produced in quantities like today and the 
living standard of the working people ceaselessly improves, with 
existing facilities and existing kinds of jobs alone it is impossible 
to satisfactorily fill the daily growing service needs. 


If the netowrks of service facilities and the kinds of service jobs are 
to be further increased in number, it is imperative to correctly determine 
the order of priorities and start with increasing what is higher in mass 
needs and more essential in people's life, that is, hygienic facilities 
such as barbershops and laundry shops and repair network for daily 
necessities and to establish still more tailor shops everywhere in 

the urban and rural areas so that the people may order various kinds 

of clothes to their liking. 


A most effective way of incresing service facilities and kinds of 

service jobs is for each locality, with its own strength highly displaying 
the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance, to organize new service 
facilities and new kinds of services. Gathering wisdom and seeking 

out potential instead of only looking to the state for providing them, 

the functionaries with their own strength must augment or increase still 
more facilities and kinds of service jobs which are insufficient or 
nonexistent now. 


If all tasks arising in improving service work are to be successfully 
carried out, it is imperative to further strengthen the guidance of 
local administration organs for service work. 


Local administration organs are each the head of household responsible 
for their locality's housekeeping; accordingly, for them to strengthen 
guidance for the service b.eanch which is related to people's housekeeping 
is an important duty of theirs. Whether service work goes well or not 
depends in large measure on the role of local administration organs. 


Local administration organs, with a tight grip on overall service work, 
must substantively exercise guidance. In particular, the responsible 
functionaries of local administration organs, concretely grasping the 
state of their locality's service work, must thoroughly establish 

measures for improving service work and, highly arousing the revolutionary 
fervor of the functionaries at the base level and of the working people, 
must thoroughly plan and organize the work to provide conditions for them 
to work, exerting their utmost efforts.

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THE SOUTH KORZAN SOCIETY IS A DECAYED, SICK SOCIETY WHERE ‘THE RICH 
GET RICHER, THE POOR GET POORER’

[Text] The south Korean society is an extremely decayed, sick society 
where the differences between the rich and the poor are severest. 

At a glance the south Korean streets and stores may appear to be 

full of splendor but actually the society is g°tting decayed and sick 
from within. 


Everything splendorous in the south Korean society exists for the life 
of frivolity and debauchery of a mere handful of sovth Korean landords, 
comprador capitalists and reactionary bureaucrats, absolutely not for 
the broad masses of working people. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"Today in south Korea only a handful of landlord and capitalist scoundrels 
eat well, live well while an absolute majority of working people such 

as workers and peasants are living a suffocating life in clapboard 
Gwellings and shanties, and millions of people out cf employement are 
roaming the streets in search of job and food." ("Kim Il-song Selected 
Works," Vol 6, 2d impression, p 173) 


In south Korea, an extreme minority of landlords, comprador capitalists 
and reactionary bureaucrats with a grip on power and wealth are living 
high, exacting the sweat aiia lbood of the people, but the absolute 
majority of the masses of working people are floundering in hunger 

and poverty without any human right and right to living. 


The south Korean society is a society where a mere handful of the 
privileged circles is getting richer every day while the absciute 
majority of people have to groan under worsening conditions, a decayed, 
sick society where "the rich get richer, the poor get poorer." 
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In south Korea, social wealth is concentrated in the hands of a mere 
handful of landlords, comprador capitalists and reactionary bureaucrats. 


At present in south Korea, the landlords, comprador capitalists and 
reactionary bureaucrats, who represent only 0.3 percent of the population, 
account for about 60 percent of national income while the broad masses 

of poople, More than 70 pereent of the population, for only about 1) 
percent of national income. 


In particular, in south Korea enormous wealth is held in the hands of 
a handful of scoundrels such as the reactionary ruling circles and 
comprador capitalists. Already in the early 1970's the illicit mone 
accumulated by the leading south Korean puppets accounted for more 
than 50 percent of the currencies issued by the south Korean “bank" 
as of that time. At present in south Korea, it is the comprador 
capitalists who are monopolizing almost all of south Korean wealth. 


This shows how lopsidedly wealth is concented n the hands of a handful 
of the exploiting class in south Korea and as such, bespeaks that an 
extreme minority of the privileged circles accounting for an absolute 
part of national income, is driving the absolute majority of the 
working masses into poverty. 


The south Korean society is indeed “heaven” for the extreme minority 
of the privileged circles but “hell" for the absolute majority of the 
working masses. 


In south Korea the landlords, comprador capitalists and reactionary 
bureaucrats are playing at privilege with the tremendous money they 
have raked in by exacting the sweat and blood of working people and 
are whiling away the time, living a life of frivolity and debauchery. 





The landlords, comprador capitalists and reactionary bureaucrats with 
the illicit money they have accumulated, exploiting the people and 
selling out the nation, are wallowing in personal pleasures, luxuries 


and pomp. 


In south Korea, the life of pomp, frivolity and debauchery a mere handful 
of the privileged circles is indulging in is without limit. 


In south Korea, many of the working masses are suffering from a lack of 
housing but the rich are enjoying the pleasure of living in posh mansions 
beyond imagination. The privileged tribesmen residing in “ojokch'on" 
[?exclusive residnetial areas] in Seoul such as Tongbinggo-tong, 
Sobuk-tong, Yonhui-tong and Samch'ok-tong, are swaggering, living in 
“posh houses” each costing hundreds of millions of won. Each lot 

of the “posh houses” is big enough for building 100 units of housing 

for the common people, and trees and lawn brought in from abroad at a 
cost of tens of millions of won are planted in each garden. Some of them 
even have stone pagodas and boating lakes, it is reported. 
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Seoundrels of the extrme minority of the privileged circles are even 
squandering hundreds of millions in preparing their future burial grounds. 


A burial ground built by a south Korean comprador capitalist at a cost 
of 300 million won in Pyokche=-myon, Koyang County, Kyonggi Province 

is one example. The circumference of the burial mound that pales the 
royal grave of bygone feudal dynasties is 70 meters, and the hillock 

of over 1,000 [?suare) meters is planted with lawn purchased from abroad. 
In front and back of the burial mound there are a 800-p'yong pond, 

a villa, even a deer reservation, and hundreds of expensive trees adorn 
the ground. It is reported that in south Korea there are no less than 
100 “posh graves" built by the privileged circles that defy common 
sense. On the one hand, the privileged circles are using money for 
Silly things 1th too much of it to spend sensibly and on the other, 

the absolute majority of the working masses are shivering out in the 
open without a house to live in. 


At present, south Korea's housing shortage is the worst in the world. 
More than 30 percent of the entire families are living from day to day 
without housing. In particvlar, in Seoul and other big cities the 
housing shortage exceeds 50 percent. Toduy in south Korea, more than 
10 million inhabitants are living in clapboard houses, tents, shanties, 
some of them even under bridges or at drainage openings, and still some 
others are putting up with cold and hunger in improvised shelters built 
over the latrines of other people's houses. 


The life of frivolity and debauchery of south Korea's privileged circles 
with a crip on money and power is reaching the unbearable limits. 


Today in south Korea many of the masses of people are going hungry 

but the reactionary ruling circles and comprador capitalists with the 
money sucked up from the people are whiling away the time in ugly life, 
hopping from one clandesti..< restaurant to the next and spending 
millions of won a night. Indeed the money the scoundrels squander a 
night is equivalent to several score times the wage a south Korean 
worker earns in a month. The enormous money they squander every night 
without lifting a finger is all what has been exacted and raked in from 
the people. A handful of the scoundrels of the privileged circles 

is indiscriminately squandering without any qualm the money the south 
Korean people have earned with their blood and sweat and even their 
lives--this is the ugly reality of the south Korean society. 


The scoundrels with money and power, regarding the animals they raise 
as more valuable than people, are pouring money into tending them. 

A comprador capitalist scoundrel living at Huksong-tong, Kwanak-ku, 
Seoul, has built a 30-p'yong doghouse in his garden with interior 
decorations including a heating system and a rare kind of diffused 
lighting and silk and sheep's hair bedding for his dog decored with 
gold fittings, and the beef and milk he feeds his dog cost 5,000 won 
a day. 
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The secound:: 6 are showing off such vulgar tastes as a mark of their wealth, 
their power, their pride. Could the south Korean society be more decayed 
and sick? 


The privileged circles who have money and power are wallowing without any 
qualm in their life of frivolity and debauchery, making it their business 
to indulge in luxuries and pleasures, heedless of whatever may happen to 
the country and the people. 


In south Korea, while the scoundrels of the privileged circles wallow 
in their life of frivolity and debauchery, the »road working masses are 
roaming the strees, begging for food without any hope for tomorrow as 
they suffer wrenching hunger and poverty without jobs, without food to 
eat. To quote only the extremely conservative daa released by the 
scoundrels, there are in south Korea some 8 million unemployed and 
semi-unemployed, some 2 million erstwhile peasants, millions of 
streetwalkers roaming the whole area of south Korea, and their numbers 
are increasing with each passing day. 


In south Korea, even those working people fortunate enough to have jobs 
barely eke out a living. Even as they are subjected to the harsh colonial 
labor of 12-18 hours a day, they receive such low wage that is barely 
one-quarter or one-fifth of the minimum cost of living, and even this 

low wage they lose and join the ranks of the unemployed as enterprises 

go bankrupt one after another. 


The cursed world where the broad working masses who should rightly be 
the master of society are living in a situation worse than that of the 
dog of the privileged circles--precisely this is the fate of the 

south Korean people today, a grim reality of the south Korean society. 


While the scoundrels with plenty of money and power send their children 
abroad to study and drive latest high-class automobiles to department 
stores and clandestine restaurants, children of the broad working masses 
have no food to eat right now, let alone going to school, and have to 
roam the streets carrying empty cans on them to beg for food. 


Today in south Korea some 3 million children at an age when they are 
supposed to be studying in real earnest, have no means to go to school, 

and even those youths and juveniles who were lucky enough to be attending 
school, are unavoidably kicked out of school under the heavy burdens of 
“school expenses” such as “entrance fee," “registration fee" and “tuition.” 





Simply because they do not have money, south Korean working people and 
their children, when taken ill, have to die undeserved death, unable to 
receive medical care. In south Korea, to get hospitalized one has to 

pay an amount 6-7 times the monthly wage of a worker. On account of 

this, many working people in south Korea, even as they suffer from various 
kinds of diseases, cannot even think about going to the hospital and 

have to die worthless death as a victim of disease. 
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A society where just because 4 patient has not paid all the medical bills, 
the nyperdermic syringe already pushed into him is taken out without 
injection and he is thrown out; where the hospital holds back the dead 
body hecause the dead patient has not paid the hospital expenses in full-- 
precisely such is the south Korean society. 


Thus today in south Korea money makes everything go and without money, 
one has to die of starvation. Such being the case, the tragedy happens 
one after another that many people who have no way of making a living 
eventually become despondent and kill themselves, and still more people 
sell themselves as slaves, leaving their native place for a strange 
foreign land traveling tens of thousands of li across land and sea. 

It is no accident then that a foreign correspondent lamented that 

south Korea ‘s “a country of the living dead." 


The south Korean society is indeed a decayed, sick society where the 
difference between the rich and poor is like the difference between 
sky and land and the extreme minority of lands, comparador capitalists 
and reactionary bureaucrats with money and power get richer while the 
absolute majority of workine people are getting poorer every day, 

ill clad and hungry. 


Such phenomenon in south Korea where “the rich get richer, the poor | 
get poorer" is an inevitable product of the anti-people south Korean 
social system. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


“Why in south Korea a few rich people get to be living better and better 
while the absolute majority of the people gets to be poorer and poorer 
is because the society is one for the landlords and capitalists." 
(Ibid., pp 173-174) 


"The rich get richer, the poor get poorer" is not a common phenomenon 
that exists in all social systems. This is an inevitable result 
brought only by a reactionary, anti-people social system which is 
based on the exploitation of man by man. 


In the exploiting society where the means of production belong to 
private ownership, those with the means of production dictate 
production and distribtuion according to their will and demands, and 
even come to grasp the necessary political powers to defend them. 

Thus the minority of the privileged circles who have the means of 
production becomes the exploiting class and the absolute majority of 
the masses of working people who do not own the means of production 
becomes the exploited class, and the exploitation and oppression of 
man by man forms the prevailing relationship in society. Such society 
inevitably comes to spawn the distinctions of the rich and the poor. 
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The phenomenon of "the rich get richer, the poor get poorer" in the 
south Korean society, too, has the root precisely in the fact that 

a mere handful of the privileged circles, with a grip on power and the 
mans of production, are utilizing them in satisfying their ugly 
ambitions. 


The south Korean society is an ugly society where a minority of the 
privileged class in whom power and the means of production are concentrated 
gets richer every day while the absolute majority of the working masses 
without any right whatever gets picked, robbed, and goes hungry, ill clad. 


In particular, why the phenomenon of “the rich get richer, the poor get 
poorer" in the south Korean society is worse than in any other exploiting 
society is related to the fact that on account of the U.S. imperialist 
occupation of south Korea and the plot of the Japanese reactionaries 

for reinvasion, the exploiting relationship is entwined in double, 

triple layers. 


The south Korean society is a colonial semifeudal society under U.S. 
imperialist occupation. Because of this, in the south Korean society 
exist side by side the colonial exploitation relationship, the feudal 
exploitation relationship, and the imperialist exploitation relationship. 


U.S. imperialism is the bigget exploiter in south Korea. In south Korea, 
the actual ruler with a grip on all powers is the U.S. imperialists and 
again, it is none other than the U.S. imperialists who have the overall 
economic life at their beck and call, with a grip on the economic 
jugular. The U.S. imperialist monopoly capitalists who are ceaselessly 
perpetrating colonial exploitation and plunder in south Korea are not 
choosing means and methods ir ¢ -acting maximum possible profits as 

they rule all the political, economic and military areas with a tight 
grip on them. 


In south Korea the Japanese monopoly capitalists are also becoming a 

big exploiter no less than U.S. imperialism. Penetrating south Korea 

in the guise of “economic cooperation" riding on the coattails of 

U.S. imperialism, the scoundrels are ruthlessly exploiting the south 

Korean people. The scoundrels, strengthening their adhesion with the 

south Korean fascist force, are engaged in various practices of corruption, 
and are a bloodsucker who is perpetrating exploitation, extensively 
advancing into south Korea to take advantage of south Korea's cheap 

labor. 


In south Korea, the broad masses of working people are being ruthlessly 
exploited by the landlords, comprador capitalists and reactionary 
bureaucrats under the aegis of foreign monopoly capitalists. The 
scoundrels are a guide to foreign monopoly capital for its colonial 
exploitation and plunder and are vicious exploiters going berserk in 
pursuing their own profits. These lackeys, for their own personal 
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profits, could not care leas if the working people live or die, and are 
traitors who unhesitatingly sell out the country and the people for their 
own fortune and pomp. 


South Korea's comprador capitalists and vicious businessmen are mercilessly 
exploiting the workers, literally applying “kohan chedo" (a form of 
anti-labor organization designed to exact the blood and sweat of the 
workers to the last drop) [sweating system], a new system of the 20th 
century being applied on the basis of a high mechanical technology in 
capitalist countries such as the United States and Japan. 





So-called "standard system for projected time," “human relations system" 
or “wage system by multistage job classifications" which are being 
enforced in sout: Korea are precisely such system. 


To quote only the wage system of south Korea, it is designed from start 
to finish to infinitely raise labor intensity, imposing extended work 
time and excessive work load on the working people. 


The south Korean workers whc have no way of making a living other than 
selling their labor for wage, have their olood sucked to the last drop, 
having no way of resisting the coercion of the capitalist scoundrels. 


Through the vicious wage system of south Korea, the profits of the 
foreign monopoly capitalist scoundrels and comprador capitalist 
scoundrels are increasing ridiculously high while the earnings of the 
workers are decreasing relatively. 





Again, in south Korea, not only the feudal tenant farming system 

still continues to exist in the old form, including “koji" [contracting 
for aseason's farm work with advance payment figured by majigi or 

a 2-300 p'yong patch of field) and "changnissal" [rice usually borrowed 
in spring for return in au_umn with interest in kind at the usury rate 
of 50 percent] but the medieval, premodern exploitation method in mining 
such as “toktae" [a miner who rents part of a mine to work] or “mojak" 
{[share-mining] is still being applied in the old form. 


In south Korea, both the production progress and the redistribution process 
are being conducted as a vicious exploitation process to the extent that 
their viciousness could be found nowhere else. 


The U.S. and Japanese monopoly capitalist scoundrels, monopolizing the 

south Korean market, sell their commodities at monopoly prices. Therefore, 
the south Korean imports are always at prices higher than the prevailing 
international market prices. Moreover, the south Korean comprador 
capitalists add their profits to them before selling them and even 
perpetrate profiteering, manipulating prices by stratagemical methods; 
therefore, the south Korean working people come to suffer ridiculously 
exhorbitant additional exploitation. 
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The south Korean landlords and comprador capitalists, by means of raking 

in the taxes, the proceeds of bond issues and compulsory savings through 
the puppet government held in their hands, are unprecedentedly intensifying 
their additional plunder against the working people. 


In south Korea, most of the puppet government's annual "budget" revenue 
comes from the working people. Moreover, by raising "the rates for 
public utilities" and by recklessly issuing currencies and generating 
inflation, they are intensifying the exploitation of the working people. 
In this connection, there is no other place more vicious than south Korea. 


That in south Korea the phenomenon of “the rich get richer, the poor 
get poorer" is without limit is also related to the fact that the 
diabolical fascist suppresion apparatus is protecting the exploitation 
system and expoitation acts of U.S. imperialism and its lackeys. 


In south Korea, the apparatuses of fascist dictatorship are composed 
of the landlords, comprador capitalists and reactionary bureaucrats, 
who are U.S. imperialist lackeys, and are used as a means for their 
maximum possible profits. 


The south Korean puppet gang, bringing foreign monopoly capital into 
south Korea to build factories, are selling south Korea's cheap labor 
to them. 


The south Korean puppet gang, with a view to bringing in one more 
penny of foreign monopoly capital and selling one more south Korean 
worker, are not only agreeing without hesitation to the demands of 

the foreign monopoly financial cliques but are granting the scoundrels 
special favors and special privileges, thus exacting the blood of the 
south Korean workers and forcing sacrifices upon them. 

The puppet government and the south Korean "Central Intelligence Agency," 
the puppet armed forces and police, the courts and prisons, and all 
the "laws" written by the scoundrels, are from start to finish being 
used as a means to protect by force the U.S. imperialist and other 
foreign monopoly capitalists and the south Korean landlords and 
comprador capitalists and to suppress the working people opposed to 
the exploitation system. 


In this way in south Korea, U.S. imperialism and its lackeys, using all 
kinds of endlessly unrelenting vicious means and methods, are exacting 
the blood of the masses of working people. Thus the south Korean 
social system inevitably comes to spawn the phenomenon of "the rich 

get richer, the poor get poorer." 


Inasmuch as the phenomenon of “the rich get richer, the poor get poorer" 
has its root in the south Korean social system itself, it can never 
disappear as long as the reactionary social system is left alone. 
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The south Korean puppet gang, raving about the "“yusin achievement, 
noisily propagandizing economic "growth" and "stability," but with 
such things, can never deceive the masses of people.

In south Korea, an extreme minority of privileged scoundrels, relying on 
its power and money, is strutting, leading a life of frivolity and 
debauchery, but it will not last long. 


The south Korean people will not stand idly by the irrational, decayed 
social system under which a minority of privileged circles alone 
indulges in pleasures, and the indignation and dissatisfaction of the 
people will grow stronger with each passing day. 


Today the south Korean people are more dynamically launching into the 
struggle against the decayed, sick social system, along with the 
Struggle against the fascist suppression rule of the puppet gang. 
This is a just struggle reflecting the strong aim of the south Korean 
people for a genuine living, a new life. 


The south Korean people must dynamically launch the struggle to liquidate 
the reactionary system which only imposes hard labor and poverty, disease 
and death on the masses of working people and to establish a new society, 
a new system under which the masses of working people will be living 
happily. Only then can the masses of working people become the master 

of ruling power and of the means of production, and enjoy a truly 
independent and creative life.
